SPOKE THROUGH THE AIR. 


Wireless Then Successful at New 


ork 


New York, July 15--One of the long- 
eet strides towards placing experiment- 
al wirelesa telephony on a commercial 
basis was made yesterday when short 
messages were tranemitted from New- 
ork and received at the Singer build- 
ing in this city, a distance of tweive 
miles. A. Frederick Collins, the inven- 
tor of the new wireless system, declar- 
ed himself delighted with the experi- 
ments, which will be continued today 
and widened in scope. 

For the teste of yesterday only one 
receiver and one transmitter were ue- 
ed. The transmitter was at Newark 
and the reetiver at the Singer building 
At intervals of a quarter hour short 
mesiges were sent over the wire, but 
under the circumstances answers 
could not be given. 

Attempts will be made shortly to de. 
velop the system by the use of kites 
flown at Congers, N.Y., where Inven- 
tor Collins lives, The kites will sup- 
port a wire, just as the Singer build- 
ing tower supports one, and an effort 
will be made to send messages in both 


directions. 
The Newark-New York messages 
were sent between three phosphor 


bronze wires strung horizontally from 
the Collins laboratory at No, 54 Cline 
tou streey Newark, and. thin alum- 
inum wire running vertically from the 
fop of the flagstaff on the Singer 
building to an office on the twenty. 
filth floor, There the receiving instru- 
ment was easily “grounded” through 
the. copper sheathing of the building. 

At the New York end many ¢lec- 
trieal shocks were received that were 
believed to have come from wireless 
telegraphy instruments. In apite of 
these interfefences the messages from 
Newark were easily distinguished. The 
transmitter and receiver are practical- 
ly the same as those need on the com:
